I've looked in our system and the only sample for a see was submitted by Springfield on 8/18/10, which seems a like a 

long time for the police to hold on to it (though it is VM in 10 pbs). We don't have access to the State Police or DEA databases to 

be able to check there. Is it possible that that there were co-defendants that I could look up (i.e._et al)? One other way to 

possibly find out the Drug Lab number (whether it be ours or the State Police's) would be to go to the grand jury since they should 
have a copy of it as well (Det. Kevin Burnham has told us that he gives a copy to the grand jury as well as a copy to the DA office). 

As for our availability, I am scheduled to be in Greenfield on Thursday, though I still need to check in with them to see if I'm still 
needed. Jim Hanchett says he free all week, and, according to Rebecca's calendar (she is not in today), she is scheduled to be in 
North Adams.
